SEMINARY  HISTORY 


The  theological  training  of  men  for  the  ministry  was  begun  in  Dubuque 
in  1849  by  the  Rev.  Jean  Baptiste  Madoulet,  of  the  German  Evangelical  Church, 
later  the  first  Presbyterian  Church.  In  18  53  Adrian  Van  Vliet,  Madoulet’s  suc- 
cessor, took  two  young  men  under  his  care  to  prepare  them  for  the  ministry, 
and  formal  theological  training  was  begun.  Later  Dubuque  became  organic- 
ally connected  with  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  grew 
into  the  present  seminary  and  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

The  Seminary  maintains  the  standards  of  Christian  doctrine  and  polity 
authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  but  is  so  organized  as  to  meet  the  ordi- 
nation requirements  of  any  evangelical  church.  It  seeks  to  develop  men  of 
Christian  character,  deep  devotion,  sound  scholarship,  and  practical  skill. 

The  Seminary  Lellowship  is  an  organization  composed  of  the  Seminary  stu- 
dents, which  seeks,  through  extra-curricular  activities,  to  carry  out  in  a more 
informal  way,  the  objectives  of  the  administration  and  class  room.  The  Lel- 
lowship  sponsors  speakers,  dinners,  retreats,  inter-seminary  fellowship  recrea- 
tion, and  other  activities. 

Officers  of  the  Lellowship  during  the  fall  and  winter  quarters,  1945-46, 
were.  President,  Albert  Kunz;  Vice-President,  Merrill  Harris;  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  Grace  Wilson. 

Officers  elected  for  the  spring  quarter,  1946,  to  serve  through  the  fall 
quarter  are:  President,  Lred  Koschmann;  Vice-President,  Keith  Orr;  and  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, Mrs.  Doris  Rubesh.

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A CAPPELLA  CHOIR 

This  year  marks  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  this  outstanding 
group  inasmuch  as  the  first  A Cappella  Choir  was  organized  by  Dr. 
Noel  J.  Logan  in  192  5.  The  traditions  established  by  Dr.  Logan  were 
carried  on  by  Mr.  Carl  Gutekunst  until  Dr.  Logan  returned  to  the 
University  in  193  5.  Since  Dr.  Logan  left  the  campus  in  1943,  the 
choir  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  Wheatly  and  for 
the  last  two  years  Mr.  William  G.  Rozeboom. 

During  these  twenty  years  the  choir  has  travelled  through  the 
entire  middle  west  and  made  two  trips  to  New  York  City.  The  group 
has  sung  in  the  finest  churches  in  the  United  States  and  received  favor- 
able criticism  from  the  music-lovers  who  heard  it. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  choir  was  composed  entirely  of 
women’s  voices.  The  group  did  four-part  work  with  eight  voices  in 
each  section  thus  making  a total  of  thirty-two  members.  Not  only  the 
best  in  voices  is  found  in  A Cappella,  but  the  best  in  leaders  is  found 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Rozeboom. 

The  annual  choir  tour  was  discontinued  during  the  war,  but  was 
resumed  again  this  year.  The  choir  spent  a week  during  the  month  of 
April  touring  Iowa  besides  giving  programs  on  the  campus  and  in  Du- 
buque and  vicinity.

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FOOTBALL 


The  fall  of  ’45  found  football  again  on  our  campus  after  being  dropped  during  the 
war  years.  Practice  opened  in  September  under  the  very  capable  coaching  of  Mr. 
Mercer.  Not  only  was  Moco  faced  with  the  directing  of  two  teams,  navy  and  civilian, 
but  inavailability  of  equipment,  difficulty  in  securing  a schedule,  and  "man  shortage’’ 
for  the  civilian  lineup  would  have  turned  a less  competent  coach’s  hair  gray. 

The  first  civilian  game  was  played  October  6 at  Fayette,  Iowa.  The  Upper  Iowa 

squad  was  out  to  win,  the  spirit  was  high,  and  the  game  hard — but  the  Spartans  came 

through.  Our  boys  were  up  against  a tough  line  and  an  offense  of  long  tricky  passes. 

At  the  half  we  were  in  the  cellar  6-0  but  through  the  last  two  quarters  the  now  famous 

Johnson  and  Oleson  combination  "in”  and  "out”  kept  the  Spartans  running  ends  and 
won  a high  spirited,  hard  fought,  well-earned  18-6  victory.  Schneider  and  Sperry  in  the 
backfield,  as  well  as  Warkentm  in  the  line,  all  played  outstanding  ball. 

The  Spartans  bowed  for  the  first  time  in  eighteen  contests  on  October  12  to  the 
Wartburg  eleven.  The  game  was  hard  with  the  visitors  monopolizing  the  first  13-0. 
Despite  their  successful  defense  of  the  second  half,  Dubuque  was  unable  to  tie  the  score 
and  the  only  count  was  a touchdown  through  a fast  recovery  of  a pass  by  Johnson  and 
a reported  75  yard  run.  To  some  observers  the  distance  appeared  to  be  nearer  3 5 yards 
but  the  count  was  undisputed,  13-6. 

On  Saturday,  October  13,  the  Dubuque  Spartans  again  suffered  defeat,  this  time 
from  the  Central  squad.  Because  of  injuries  sustained  from  other  games,  fresh  wounds 
which  eliminated  the  hard  hitting  drives  of  Everest  at  the  half,  and  a chance  bit  of 
fortune  for  the  opponents  allowing  them  a 4 5 -yard  run  in  the  last  thirty  seconds  of  play 
for  the  winning  touchdown,  the  second  game  of  the  season  and  in  the  last  nineteen  starts 
was  dropped.  However,  it  was  a hard  fought,  close  game  and  the  excellent  work  of  the 
entire  team  and  outstanding  performance  of  Everest,  Legg,  and  Brack  were  all  con- 
sistent with  the  Spartan  standards  of  hard,  clean  athletics. 

Homecoming,  October  20,  saw  a good,  nippy  football  day  with  a strong  cross  wind, 
an  eager  crowd  of  alumni  and  fans,  a determined  coach  and  squad  facing  an  opponent 
who  was  all  out  for  victory  after  the  defeat  earlier  in  the  season.  The  boys  from  Fay- 
ette were  on  their  toes  every  minute  ready  with  those  fake  passes  and  end  runs  and 
facing  our  driving  backs  with  an  eight  man  line.  The  half  saw  two  scoreless,  but  de- 
termined squads  plotting  strategy  for  points.  Moc’s  boys  went  back  to  try  long  passes 
around  that  reinforced  line  and  come  through  with  a 19-0  victory  for  an  enthusiastic 
homecoming  crowd.  Outstanding  performance  was  turned  in  by  Thompson,  Brooks  and 
Schneider  and  by  Sperry  until  knocked  out  of  the  game.

Tagg,  Hill,  and 
Abbot,  high  hurdles  by  Lcgg,  880  by  Rullifson  and 
pole  vault  by  Nack.  Moster  and  Horecka  both  took 
two  mile  as  did  Sunstcdt  and  Urban  the  mile. 

SPRING  TRACK 

Only  two  lettermen  were  on  hand  for  spring 
track  which  made  it  necessary  for  Coach  Peterson 
to  rebuild  an  entirely  new  team.  The  two  letter- 
men  returning  to  the  Spartan  cinder  paths  were 
Bruce  Freeman  and  Jack  Dieter. 

1 he  team  made  admirable  attempts  at  Cedar 
Falls,  in  a meet  at  Iowa  State  Teacher’s  College  anti 
also  at  Des  Moines  in  the  Drake  Relays.  No  top 
honors  were  won,  however.  The  boys  then  jour- 
neyed to  Simpson  College  at  Indianola  and  par- 
ticipated in  a two  day  conference  there.  Freeman 
was  outstanding  there,  winning  first  in  the  shot, 
first  in  the  discus,  and  second  in  the  javelin.  Sperry 
qualified  for  the  100-yard  dash  by  taking  third  in 
the  first  day  of  the  meet  but  failed  to  place  in  the 
finals.  Other  winnings  included  LeMar  Jones, 
first  in  two-mile;  Truman  Bergstresser,  second  in 
the  440;  John  LaShorne,  second  in  the  half  mile. 
The  Spartans  also  placed  fourth  in  the  8 80  relay.
